At last reports they were awaiting 
more detailed reports of the. planes 
from U. S. observers in. order to

that at least some of the planes were 
the Soviet TU-70, an aircraft bearing 
close resemblance to the American 
B-29. Assumption has Been that the 
Russians copied many of the fea- 
tures of the five B-29s known to have 
been forced down in 'Soviet-controlled 
areas during the war. 

Reported to be a hybrid transport- 
bomber, the TU-70 has a passenger 
capacity of 72. This probably. could 
be increased substantially, however, 
if the plane were used strictly as a 
troop carrier. 


THE BREAK: 


| 
Colombia 
Not quite a month after the abor- / 


tive revolution in April swept the 
capital city of Bogota into turmoil 
and caused damage throughout the 
republic, the government of Colom- 
bia formally severed diplomatic re- 
lations with Russia. 

That the break was a direct result 
of the revolt, reportedly Communist- 
led and inspired, no one bothered to 
‘deny. 

Officially, however, no mention 
was made. of the uprising, Foreign 
Minister Eduardo Angel’s note to the 
Russian charge d’affaires said sim- 
ply that Colombia considered that 
there were no ties which warranted 
a continuation of diplomatic and 
‘consular relations between the two |- 
countries. —-
